To Complete Line on Water of Committee Gets Through Pre- 
Portland Canal During paratory Work After 
Summer Making Amendments 


QUESTION IS RAISED 

ON FISHING RIGHTS 


Vancouver, May Tho location of 
the water boundary separating the 
Brltleh and United States poesesslona 
from a point in Dixon Entrance to the 
entrance to the Portland Canal will be 
undertaken this season by a Dominion 
government survey party in ol.arge of 
W. M. Dennis, who reached here to* 
day from Ot»^a. Mr. Dennis will 
have about fourteen assistants and 
will leave here for tl.o north about 
May 20. 

As defined by the treaty of London 
which settled the Alaska boundary dis¬ 
pute over ten years ado the southern 
extremity of the boundary starts at a 
point opposite Cape Luson. Alaska, and 
traverses tfle waters of Hecate Straits 
eafltward to the entrance of Portland 
Canal and thence follows the centre of 
that arm of the sea to the first land 
boundary a few miles from Stewart, B. 
C. It U not intended to mark the 
boundary by buoys but the observa¬ 
tions of the survey party will booome a 
part of the ofllclal part of the record to 
be deposited with the imperial and 
United States governments. 

The completion of the survey of the 
water boundary in the lower portion of 
Portland Canal will also be under¬ 
taken this season by another Canadian 
survey party. All the general work In 
Southeastern Alaska will this year, as 
usual, be in charge of Noel Ogtlvie, 
who Is expected heir shortly from Ot¬ 
tawa. 

British jurlsU have raised the point 
that the treaty having deAned the 
water boundary through the centre of 
Dixon Entrance separating Alaska 
from Graham Island. B. C., and In a 
marine region exceeding the three-mile 
territorial limit, ail Ashing rtghU In 
the halibut grounds In Hecate straits 
to the southward and lying between 
Queen Charlotte Islands and the Bri¬ 
tish Columbia mainland will accord¬ 
ingly be regarded es British territorial 
waters, and as such may be regarded 
as British waters exclusively. *f this 
contention should be maintained hy 
the Dominion government and con¬ 
ceded by the Uhlled States govern¬ 
ment American Ashermen will have no 
right to catch Ash In the waters of 
Hecate Straits south of the Alaska 
water boundery running from a point 
opposite Cape Luson, Alaska, to the 
entrance of Portland Canal. 


SILVER CREEK RUSH 
PUrrOF INDIANS 


Staked Claims and Sold Out to 
Whites Who Aiso Bought 
Moose Meat 


.BeattK May 1.—John O. Johnson, 
one of the discoverers of gold at Nome, 
and who made a great fortune there, 
has returned from the Testln country 
of British Columbia, which was the 
scene of a recant gold stampede. He 
says that there is not even a trace of 
gold on Silver Creek, all of which was 
staked by Indians and sold to white 
men. The Indians also made a for¬ 
tune along the trail by selling moose 
meat and snowshoes to Ingoing gold- 
seekera All the Indian chiefs and 
sub-chiefs of the district, according to 
Johnson, were In the plot. In which 
they were abetted by certain traders 
and an attorney who drew the papers 
for their claims and negotiated the 
transfer to white men. 

Skookuro Jim, an Indian, who dis¬ 
covered the Khmdike gold Aelds In 
1896. was unwillingly made the press 
agent of the plotters, Johnson said. 
Game Is abundant In the country, and 
many of the miners who went to Sliver 
Creek will prospect the neighboring 
country. 

FROOP TRAIN BEARING 

SOLDIERS DYNAMITED 


Nogales. Arts., May A troop train 
bearing hundred and Afty federal 
soldiers WM destroyed With dynamite 
and most of the passengers killed, said 
an official report received here to-day. 
The disaster occurred near the Son- 
ora-Coahulla state line. The federals 
were on the way from San Bias to 
Alamos when Intercepted by the In- 
surgents. who had planted mines along 
the tracks. ’ 

N'arly two thousand uncivilised 
Yaqui Indians have joined the state 
troops, said the report.

FINAL ACTION TAKEN 

ON AUDIT QUESTION 


Ottawa, May •.—The new bank bill, 
which has been under consideration 
by the banking and commerce commit¬ 
tee, Is now disposed of amd wilt be re¬ 
ported to the Commona Inspection, 
the Btorm centre of the bill, was tadeen 
up. Major Sharpe, who had proposed 
clauses calling for government Inepec- 
tion, withdrew his amendments. 

Hon. Mr. White proposed changes 
with a view of strengthening external 
audit. By his amendment the general 
managers of all the banka will by bal¬ 
lot every year select a list of forty 
oharrtered accountants. This list Is to 
be then passed upon by the minister, 
and If he dlBaiH>rove8 of any auditor, 
he can strike hie name from the list. 

The shareholders then select the 
bank’s auditor for the year from this 
list, and If one-third of the share- 
holders are dlssatlsAed with the audi¬ 
tor appointed, they can petition the 
minister, and he will select a new audi¬ 
tor from this list 

Mr. White made a lengthy explana¬ 
tion of his position. The minister said 
It had been shown In the evidence 
that the Canadian system, being a 
branch bank one, was a very different 
one from the American. The Americait 
Inspection was useful, but not alto¬ 
gether successful. The system had been 
supplanted In New ToA, Chicago and 
other large centres by a system of In¬ 
spection by the Clearing House Asso¬ 
ciation. which corresponds to the 
Bankers' Association. This plan could 
not be carried out here. For one thing 
there was a great deal of jealousy be¬ 
tween the Canadian banks. The argu¬ 
ment had been put forward that by 
this way one bank might gain knowl¬ 
edge of another. The Bankers' Associa¬ 
tion was unwilling 8o assume responsi¬ 
bility. 

Mr. White said that he had made a 
careful study of the whole question of 
audit, and had at Arst decided to adopt 
the English system. He was prepared 
to suggest a change by which the gen¬ 
eral managers, by ballot, would select 
a Hat of forty auditors later to be ap¬ 
proved by the minister. 

The clauses as si' rrsted by the 
minister were carried without amend¬ 
ment. and the bill is ready to be re¬ 
ported to the House. The amendment 
of F. D. McCurdy, that no paid execu¬ 
tive official of a bank could be elected 
a director, brought on a long discus¬ 
sion. The mover said that to avoid con¬ 
centration of power the general man¬ 
ager should not be president. The feel¬ 
ing of the committee was that the 
amendment was too radical, and It was 
defeated by a vote of 20 to B. 

Hon. Mr. White to-dny gave notice 
of a resolution authorising the govern¬ 
ment to pay auditors for such special 
examinations of the banks as the min¬ 
ister of Anance may require to bs 
made. 

MISER IS MORTIFIED 
AT KIPP SCANDAL 


Emperor Fears the Political Ef¬ 
fects of Dr. Liebknecht's Dis¬ 
closures; Socialists Rejoice 


Berlin, May I. —The Kaiser It said to 
be very much perturbed over the dis¬ 
closures of Dr. Liebknecht, the Social- 
Its leader, in regard to the action of the 
two German armament companies In 
trying to stir up trouble between 
France and this country in order to 
sell their awards. 

The Emperor Is more worried over 
the possible political effects than over 
the gravity of the chargea It la the 
beat tactical stroke which the Social¬ 
ists have made In years. It has shat¬ 
tered the position of Gen. von Heer- 
ingen, the minister' of war, and will 
probably turn half a million votes to 
the Socialist party. 

The publication of a letter from Herr 
von Gontard, one of the directors of 
the German Arms St Ammunition Com¬ 
pany to an unnamed person In Paris, 
In which the latter was urged to 
secure the Insertion of an article to 
the effect that France was Increasing 
her machine gun annament, and thus 
cause simitar aotion In Germany, fur¬ 
nishes the Socialists with the best 
proof of their charge of the existence 
of an hitemational armament ring 
which manufactures incidents Intend¬ 
ed to create a war sentiment ihrou^ 
a subservient press. 

Herr von Gontard was made a mem¬ 
ber of the Prussian House of Lords 
two years ago. Dr. Liebknecht refus¬ 
ed to go into deUlls of the matter 
when questioned. All that he would 
say was that whatever statement he 
had to make he would deliver In the- 
Reichstag. 

Herr Von Reventlow, the famous 
naval military and political writer, 
said to-day: 

’"The disclosures are not as sensa¬ 
tional or as grave as they appeared at 
Arat. What the Krupps stooped to la 
only what la done in every other In- 
duatry." t 

The Tageblatt denouncea the Von 
Gontard letter "aa the hlgheat grade 
of ’ business ' unscrupulousnesa," and 
adds: "If the government has only 
regard for the honor and the Interests 
of the nation it will have nothing fur¬ 
ther to do with men of this kind.’*

Herbalist Fined $25 for Breach 
of Medicai Act; Can Seli 
Bottied Herbs 


Charles Dickson, of 98€ Fort streot, 
was convicted by Magistrate Jay this 
morning on a charge of practising 
medicine without a license and was 
fined 326. IMckson.ls a herbalist and be 
maintained that as he did not use drugs 
there had been no violation of the law. 
He was not defended'by a lawyer, as 
he said the man be asked to appear 
wanted $100 and he could not afford IL 

A. £. McPhllllps, K.C.. who appeared 
for the College of Physicians and Sur¬ 
geons. which conducted the prosecu¬ 
tion, admitted that the mere selling of 
a bottle of herbs for a complaint named 
by tha purchaser would not be a viola¬ 
tion of the act. but he claimed that as 
the accused had made an examination 
of the patient there had been a diag¬ 
nosis, which was an Infraction. 

Examined His Eyes. 

OeoiYs Burrows, who was the pa¬ 
tient, gave evidence as to his Inter¬ 
view with Dickson. He had told the 
accused that he had trouble with his 
eyes and described the symptoms. 
Dickson had lifted the lids and made 
an examination and said hs had eye 
strain. He had then mixed three In¬ 
gredients and dropped n single drop 
of the solution In each eye. A few days 
later he had come back and got a bot¬ 
tle of medicine for which he bad paid 
10 cents. He was to bathe his eyes In 
this three tiroes a day. 

Dr. Charles Fagan, registrar of the 
medical council, said Dickson was not 
registered or licensed to practice medi¬ 
cine in the province and that what he 
had done was to treat a case as a 
physician would do. Dickson had sub¬ 
mitted hto prescription to the doctor. 
The prescription was in Latin, but the 
doctor had not been able to understand 
It. Dickson had asked that the bottle 
be examined to see If there any 
drug In It. 

In the box Dickson said that he had 
gone Co the chief of police and asked 
If be needed any license to practice 
massaging and the chief had told him 
no. Asked If be needed n license to use 
herbs the chief had told him to see Mr. 
Emory, the druggist. Mr. Emory had 
Inspected the list of herbs he proposed 
to use and said that all except bella 
donna could be used without infringing 
the law. Accordingly he had never used 
bella donna. 

He said be believed most drugs were 
poisonous and had not used any drugs. 
He had not uaed any poisonous herbs 
either. He was not a doctor and did 
not pretend to be and had had no In¬ 
tention of breaking the law. 

The magistrate fined him $26. 

D, J. Morrison, the osteopath from 
whom Burrows alleges he also received 
a treatment, was remanded until to¬ 
morrow on a similar charge.

COUNTESS TELLS HOW 
PRINCE RUDOLPH DIED 

^utobiography of Confidant of 
Late Empress of Austria 
Has Been Published 


Countess Marta Larlsch, In her auto¬ 
biography, "My past.'* Just publiahed, 
fully aatlaflea tha expectation ^that tbe 
alece and ooe time confidant of Elisa¬ 
beth. the murdered Empress of Aus¬ 
tria, would reveal many eooit secrets 
which hitherto have been suppressed. 
The book Is written spIcUy and with no j 
end of detalL 

It la for the iroat part an Intimate 
Btory of the “tragedy of Meyarllng*'— 
the love affair of tbe Crown Prince Ru¬ 
dolph. only aon of Bhnperur Francis 
Joeepli, and the Baroness Marie Vet- 
sera and their strange death in Ru¬ 
dolph’s huntlnj lodge near Vienna on 
January 30. 1339. Countess Larlsch 
was one of the last persons to see Ru¬ 
dolph alive and her own part In the in¬ 
trigue whose climax has been a mys¬ 
tery for tweaty-four years caused the 
Empress to cast her off. The Coun¬ 
tess says that what actually happened 
ta the bunting lodge is a matter for 
conjecture.' but she has every reason to 
believe that Rudolph shot hts sweet¬ 
heart and himaelf—that all theories of 
avenging murder by an uncle or a 
brother of Marie Vetaera are wronr 

Marie Vatsera had had several love 
affairs, according to the autoblograph- 
er, when she returned to tha Austrian 
court in 1888 and told Countess Larlsch 
that rtie was infatuated with Prince 
Rudolph and how she bad niat him for 
tha first time at midnight In a car- 
rtags which he sent for her. The 
countess says she did not approve of 
the affair but kept her Mend's secret. 

A few days later Rudolph called on 
the Countess, his ooustn. announced 
that Marie Vetssra was being spied 
upon and begged the Countess to or^- 
vent Marie from oausing a acandal. 

Tbe Crown Prince wasn't getting on 
well with his wife, Fr i n es as Btephanle 
of Belgium. He was sick eg court in¬ 
trigue and he said to Countess Larlsch: 
"O My Ood. why was 1 bomt At ths 
bast what am IT A poor ersaturs 
cursed with the sins of my progeni¬ 
tors." 

The. Countess took Marts Vatsera to 
a rmidesvous whelk Prtnee Rudolph 
said be waatsfl marely a tsa-mlauta 
tntsrvlsw. On their arrival Rudolph 
smassd the Countess by putting Marts 
In an taner room, looking all the doors 
and thrsatentng to kill ths Coimtess 
when she thrsatened to tall the Bm- 
presa Ths Countess called him “a 
deva** Be lepllsd that be stood *kii 
the brink of a precipice'* and pleaded 
that be muat keep Marie two days In 
order to ooms to an undarstaadlag 
with bar mother. He pMwuadsd tbs 
Couatssa to say nothing and she rs- 
turwsd to the palace. On January II 
she beard from Dr. Wledsrhofer that 
tbe Cream Prtoce and Marls Tstssra 
wars dead—both shot throngh ths 
head. Rudolph's body bad been found 
on tha flow* with a rsvshrsr in hlsj 
hand aad Marts lay on a bsd.

With the passing of Crop-Bared Wolf 
recently, one of the last of the old-time 
Indians is gone. The deceased Indian 
was chlelt of the Blood band, whose re¬ 
serve Is one of the largest in Cs n ada. 
Wolf was the bead of some 1.100 In¬ 
dians and nothing of importance was 
done without hts advice and sanction. 
He was stem with his people, but hind 
with the white man so long as nothing 
was said or done to Interfere with the 
Indian or his righta He was a most 
careful guardian of Indian righta Some 
six years ago an agitation was raised 
among the Indians to sell the portion 
of their reserve tying south In the 
vicinity of Cardston. in Southern Al¬ 
berta. A price was offered that would 
have made every Indian on the reserve 
an lndei>eadent ciUsen. built them 
comfortable homes, and given them a 
better status with the white man. This 
the old chief resolutely refused to agree 
to. He would have nothing to do with 
the sale of Indian lands to the white 
man. He Insisted that the treaty gave 
the land to the Indians as long as 
water ran and grass grew, and from 
this position he could not be moved. 

It Is said that one of the last things 
Crop-Bared Wolf did before bis death 
was to call his minor chiefs and people 
together and make them promise ttet 
they would never sell their land to the 
white man. 


one day elect him chief of his Indian 
band. 

Acute ^nse of Fitness. 

Crop-Bared Wolf had mther a 
greater sense of the fltness of things 
, than Is usually found In an Indian. It 
, is said that on one occasion a mission¬ 
ary from one of the stations near the 
reserve took an interpreter with him 
and called on the old chief for the pur¬ 
pose of taking his picture. Wolf was 
very indignant. Ho explained through 
the interpreter that It would have been' 
all. light if he had asked the camera 
man to visit him for the purpoee set 
forth, but It was a violation of good 
taste for hinv to coroe unsolicited. 
Crop had an aversion to having his 
faoe s n apped and the photographer 
had to go home without gaining the 
end be came for. 

It mignt surprise some people to 
know (hat Orop-Kared Woif bad a 
bouse as well fumuhed as tne average 
home ib most towns or cities. Carpeu 
covered the floors; ibe wigwam with 
its open Are wus replaced with the 
kttebea with Its modem range. In¬ 
stead of sleeping on a blanket on the 
ground this Indian and his iaiuaw 
had thslr comfortable mattress and 
Iron bedstead. Lamps Ut the bouse, 
blinds covered the windows, paint kept 
the exterior from becoming weather¬ 
beaten, cooking utensils hung in their 
proper places, and a table was set to 
which the Indian agent, farm instruct¬ 
or, or Anyone else might alt up. 

Lands Wars Cultivated. 

While Crop-Bared Wolf was averse 
to selling any part of the Indian 
lands, he was not tn fkvor of allowing 
the whole to lie Idle. When the In¬ 
dian. Department, under B. N. Wilsoo, 
Inaugurated a plan by which the In¬ 
dians would work a portion of the 
land, the old chief was one of the first 
to fall heartily In line and work for 
the accompHshment of the purpose. 
As 'a result of his efforts large tracts 
were broken In different localities on 
the reserve, and Indians sre working 
It for the production of crops. In 
later years he has worked with the 
agent. Mr. Hyde, in preventing the old 
sun-dance, a pagan festival in which 
the Bloods would be sporting them- 
I selves now If permisMon were granted. 

Crop-Ekired Wolf became an ad¬ 
herent of the Boman Catholic faith, 
and in his latter days was ministered 
to by Father Bauax. of the Stand Off 
Mission. At his funeral a band of In¬ 
dian boys, oonststiog of fifteen instru¬ 
ments, played ’’Nearer My Ood to 
Thee.” The direct cause of death was 
cancer. It is rather amusing that the

King, at the bead of the tragic Greek 
army of 1897 always Remain with me, 
and une of the strongest contrasts of 
history is afforded to me by the 
thought of him now as the meat pop¬ 
ular man in Greece and the head of 
a triumphant and excellent army. 
There cannot be ao great a difference 
In physical energy sind tactical team- 
Ir between the seemingly futile leader 
of 1897 and the commander-in-chlef 
who has marched to Salonlca and cap¬ 
tured Janlna as the events seenf to 
puggest. 

"To my thinking the explanation of 
the change, so far as It is a personal 
one, is that the Crown Prince * ap¬ 
proached the two campaigns from an 
entirely different mental angle. In 
1897 he did not believe that there would 
be war. and when war broke out, con¬ 
trary to hie expectations, he was like 
a man who felt that he could do noth¬ 
ing to reverse destiny. Up to the last 
moment he believed that the powers 
would be able to prevent a war, and 
he trusted wholly to the influence of 
h*' family with Ih^ European courts, 
an Influence which they well knew 
how to wield. 

"Gf course there was always the 
danger that war would be precipitated 
by the action of the froiktier hands, 
but as for that. 'They will obey me.j 
he used to say; ‘there will be no war.* 
He was wrong; Greek bands did cross 
the frontier, and the Turks declared 
war just as they did fifteen years later 
against the Balkan alUea H would 
be untrue to say that the Crown Prince 
sulked In his tent In every formal 
sense he discharged his depressing 
duties But his whole demeanor was 
that of a rnan who knew that It was 
too late to redeem folly. 

"I have in my memory a picture of 
him as he sat by roadside for 

breakfast between Domoko nnd Lamia 
after the last battle of that thirty 
days' war. As he watched the Greek 
army stream south he was the very 
embodiment of resigned dejection, and 
he reminded me of a description In 
7o»-' •Debacle' of Louis Napoleon In 
slmll - circumstances 

"In the present campaign the mental 
angle of his .'ipproach has been wholly 
different. The outbreak of war was 
the result of design, not an accident. 

"Of course the new model French 
trained army is an Infinitely better 
machine than the frothy but sleepy 
army of 1897. But the change In the 
army has not been greater than the 
change In the Crown Prince’s quality 
of leadership. After the retreat from 
I,artssn In 1897 there were many mali¬ 
cious >»kes In Athenian drawingrooms, 
of which this was a specimen: ‘Vous- 
avei entendu Que HajI Petro a 8.iuva 
la batterlc?* one would ask. HaJl 
Pclro was a major of artillery and one 
of the Crown Prince’s A. D. C's If 
you professed Ignorance of the saving 
of the battery the answer would corns: 
'Mals out; II a sauve la balterle ds 
cuisine!’ To think that If events had 
taken a different course the new King 
would sliU have to bear the burden of 
the discredit of 1897! 

"As It happens the true man has 
emerged. The difference between the 
man of 1897 and the man of 19U Is 
probably not very great: yet how Im¬ 
mense It seems! The experience is 
enough to nuike one think very gently 
of those military failures who had no| 
such opportunity as has fallen to the 
iiew King of proving their worth."

Suffragette Escapade Resulted 
in Many Bruises—For 
the Policemen 

MILITANT FLAG FLEW 

OVER CITY FOR HOURS 


The London New* and Leader of 
April 24 gives the following veracious I 
account of the capture of the London' 
monument by a couple of fiery mili¬ 
tants: I 

Two ardent suffragettee reached the 
summit of their ambition yesterday 
morning by climbing to the lop of the 
monument and. after hoisting flags. In¬ 
cluding one enormous banner Inscribed 
“Death or Victory," barricaded them- 
selvee In the Iron cage which glrdlSs the 
*top of the memorial to the Great Fire 
of London. As a result of this freak, 
the fish porters from Billingsgate, hard 
by. had a glorious morning. 

The tourist season Is In full suing, 
and the custodian at the turnstiles had 
no reason to suspect two ladles who. 
dressed very much like cousins from 
the country, paid for admission at 1$ 
o’clock, and began the long climb to 
the top of the tower. Nor did ha aus- 
pect the two fat '’umhreUas**—really 
Iron bars wrapped In black cloth —* 
which the ladles carried. Fat um¬ 
brellas of the markei-day type are 
common in Fish street hfll during the 
holiday season. 

In Posseaslon. 

At the top of the 346 steps there la 
another attendant, the gentleman with 
Che telescope, who spends kls time In 
showing the sights of the city to visit¬ 
ors from afsr. His attention diverted 
to the staircase for a moment, the suf¬ 
fragette# promptly slammed the doors 
at the top of the stairs and secured 
them with the iron bars. Then they 
hoisted their “W. 8. P. U." flag on the 
staff which usually bears the city's 
flag of white with the sword of red. 
hitched their "Death or Victor)'" ban¬ 
ner to the Ironwork of the cage, set a 
few more atreamers floating In the 
breese. cast suffragette literature into 
the air—the wild winds of the morning 
whirled the papers far away over the 
housetop#—and aettled down as women 
In poeeession. 

By the time the astonished custodian 
of the top of the monument bad reached 
the toot of the stairs the flsh-portera 
In the street below had seen the flags 
and gathered In anticipation of a joy* 
ful morning. Reinforcements of car¬ 
men, van boys, clerks and office boy# 
were arriving every moment, and In a 
few minute# a delighted crowd eur- 
rounded the monument, overpowering 
the few policemen in the neighborhood 
and Indulging In unlimited chaff. 

Up above, 200 feet In the air. the tri¬ 


umphant women shrieked and gesticu¬ 
lated. Their words could not be heard, 
but it was obvious that they were ad¬ 
dressing the crowd. And the crowd 
answered bock—particularly when po¬ 
lice reinforcements rushed their way 
through the square. 

Police inspectors held an anxious con¬ 
sultation as to the best method of 
reaching the women- A flah-porler's | 
hoarse suggestion that they should 
"a'rtd for a halryoplane. guv’nor." was i 
dismissed In favor of an attempt to | 
capture the citadel by assault. 

Stalwart city constables, each armed 
with a big hammer, solemnly entered 
the tower. A few minutes later they 
were seen In the cage, and the women 
were In custody. The wooden doors 
and the Iron bars had been beaten 
down. I 

A cheer greeted the removal of the| 
banners and streamers, and another, 
cheer marked the appearance of the 
city's flag In Its accustomed place. 
Then the crowd pressed furaard In the 
hope of seeing the Invaders In the 
hands of their captors. 

An Unruly Rush. 

There was a long wait, but at last the 
group appeared at the door. Then the 
crowd, animated about equally by the 
elements of liosllllty, curiosity and 
fun, swept down, and the police had to 
light .to keep them back. 

Tha sulIragettM were hurried back | 
to the security of the Interior of the j 
monument—where they sat on the 
stairs—and more police were telephoned I 
for.—Gradually about 130, under the; 
charge of six Inspectors, were collected; 
around the monument. 

Shortly after twelve the police were 
strong enough to force the crowd back 
for a distance of about 16 toet at the 
east side. A cordon of police extended 
round (he north side Into Fish street 
hill, keeping a narrower passage. 

Suddenly two pale-faced women ap¬ 
peared at the door and dashed roui^ 
the comer. Telia from the sodom's 
overlooking the oquare told the crowd 
that they had "gone away,** and the 
flsh-portera came forward with such a 
ruah that they swepi the big con¬ 
stables like corks right up to the rail¬ 
ings. 

The policemen on the north side 
fought their hardest to keep the crowd 
back while the scared women and their 
escort rushed Into the back entrance 
of Monument station of the Dletrict 
railway, which Is in Fish street hill. 
There the city constables were able to 
block tbe way to all comers. 

A timely diversion w*as afforded by 
the breaking of a window under (he 
weight of sightseers opposite the sta¬ 
tion. and during the lull the suffra¬ 
gettee took tickets to Bating and left 
by train. 

They owe the fact that they escaped 
unharmed to the work of the police, 
who took all the bruises and got none 
of the "glory." "Throw them into the 
Thames!" was the least vicious of ths 
cries raised by the excited mob.

Alexander Machensie, the Scottish 
•xptorsr of the “Northwdst Com¬ 
pany,'* spent the winter of 17I2-I at the 
moot westerly outpost of that tradlny 
In preparatloa for an at¬ 
tempt to cross the Rocky mountains to 
the Paolflo ooean; and on this day, ex¬ 
actly one hundr^ and twenty years 
syo he eet out upon hie memorKble 
journey from the Uttle fbrt. which he 
referred to In his journal as the "Old 
BeUbHsbraeBt.** This was a much 
more arduous undertahlny than l^le 
former famous Journey down the Mso- 
kensle river to the Arctic ocean. He 
took with Mm nine men In a alnyle 
birch berk canoe, twenty-flve feet lony, 
which also contained his supply of pro¬ 
visions. ammunition and yoods for 
barter with the Indiana Oa startiny 
the Uttle vessel was so light that It 
could be carried easily by two men, but 
U came to yrlef so often on the rodia 
In the wild mountain river that its 
welyht was nearly doubled by patchea 
and It cost Immense labor to carry It 
from the sourSee of the Peace river to 
those of the Fraser. But Hackensle 
and his party triumphed over all dUD- 
culUea and after a Uttle over ten 
weeks’ strenuous labor duly reached 
tbelr yoal.

Ws 
are not reeponslble for that. The Au¬ 
tomobile AssocUtlon has contributed 
the automobile prises, while the money 
for the prises for the horses has been 
raised by the committee. We have 
about $450 for thU purpose.* 


The unhappy results which followed 
the refusal of the city council to pay 
the wages of the employees of the 
Westholme Lumber Company on the 
Booke contract are beginning to be¬ 
come fully known.
